One of the saddest suicides to be "re- 


corded in this city for several months 
happened last night when Jesse1 H. 
Beauchamp. a soldier In the Salvatfkm 
Army stood In front of his two M«« 
children and swallowed an eighth of 
an ounce of fluid strychnine, which 
caused his death In a few minutes. 


His children saw him writhing 


pain and ran for help, but he dl 
few seconds after Dr. Woods nrr 
on the scene. 
Beuchamp had been in poor 


for some time and despendency prob- 
ably caused him to take his life. 


Merrill Befcuchamp, 13 years old. 


who was present when his father took 
the deadly potion, said: 
"Mamma had Just gone down to at- 


tend the services of the Army. 
Bne 


had only "been gone a few minutes 
when papa also went down town. He 
returned In a short time and taking 
a little bottle from his pocket put some 
of the contents in sister's little cup 
and swallowed It. 
He then walked 


into another room and wrote some let- 
ters after which he went Into the 
kitchen, and taking a large cup, poured 
the strychnine into it and drank 
then got sick and I asked

He had been sick for a few days, how- 
ever, and his Illness caused him to de- 
spair of life. Continuing Mrs. Beau- 
champ said: 


"I had been' down town with the 


Army ami when I came home Jesse 
was lying on the sofa, 


"He looked at me and said, 'I have 


take strychnine,' I askeoMilm whey he 
had done it, but he then went into con- 
vulsions and could not answer me. I 
tried to force some lard down his 
throat and sent Merrill for the doctor, 
who arrived Just as he was breathing 
his last. 
Before he became very sick 


he handed me three Utters. One was 
addressed to the MooTern Woodmen of 
America, one to Attorney O. H. Mack, 
and one to myself." 
The latter was mislaid before the 


Coroner arrived and as yet has not 
been found. 
The letters to the Woodmen and to 


Attorney Mack were practically the 
same. 
In both of them deceased ask- 


ed that his wife and family be cared 
for. 
He did not give a cause for his 


actions in either letter.

NOT SUFFERING 


Government Official in Charge of West- 


ern District Praises Health Con- 


ditions of Industry 


George Hickox, special agent of the 


Bureau of Animal Industry of the Uni- 
ted States government 
with 
head- 


quarters at Salt Lake City, arrived In 
Reno Thursday and will remain here 
for the next ten days at least. Mr. 
HIckox's territory consists of the en- 
tire States 
of Nevada, 
California, 


•Washington, Oregon and Utah. He has 
upwards of thirty men under his su- 
pervision, their duties pertaining to 
the most important Industry of the 
west, that of protecting the cattle and 
stock Interests. 


Mr. Hlckox Is one of the oldest men 


In the service of the government in 
this branch. 
He has been stationed 


In this district for a number of years. 
In Nevada Drs. O'Rourke, Jacobs and 
Hammond are In charge of the work 
of Inspecting the stock shipped from the 
State. 


It Is their duty to prevent the ship- 


ment from the State of cattle or stock 
In any way afflicted with Infectious 
diseases. 
Mr. Hlckox first planned 


the scheme of Inspecting stock and it 
Is due in no small measure to his ef- 
forts that 
the 
stock 
Industry of 


the country Is now so well protected 
against losses from disease. 


In Mr. HIckox's department 90.000,- 


000 shee palone were Inspected and 
treated during the past year. 
'Of this 


number 5.000.000 were in Wyoming, 
while GOO.OOO were treated In Utah. 
Of cattle North Dakota caused 
the 


most work, 350,000 head of cows and 
steers being treated in the blizzard 
State during the twelve months. 


In Neva less trouble was experi- 


enced. In all there are not over 650.- 
000 sheep alone were inspected and 
tie and horses will probably not equal 
half this number. 
In the million head 


enumerated but slight trouble was ex- 
perienced. 
This Is due In a great 


measure to the precautionary methods 
used by Dr. O'Rourke and the men who 
are forking with him. 
Every head of 


stock—cattle sheep or horses—shipped 
from the State has flrst been subjected 
to their closest examination and only 
when a clean bill of health was shown 
have they been allowed to pass over 
the line. 


Mr. Hlckox states that the present 


session of Congress promises to pass 
n general law making the work of his 


ilegree.

to the people who deal In live animals. 
The old law gives full power to the 
secretary to use his own judgment in 
examining cattle. 
The Federal Court, 


however, has ruled that this power la 
too arbitrary and a change Is recom- 
mended. 
With the proposed law in 


force every State In the Union would 
practically be declared under quaran- 
tine against all live stock. 
This will 


give the Inspectors full power to give 
a clean bill. of health and make It a 
punishable offense for parties trying to 
avoid having their stock Inspected. 


In an Interview yesterday Mr. Hlc- 


kox strongly recommended that each 
State co-operate with the Federal au- 
thorities In an effort to stamp out dis- 
ease among stock. 
Under 
present 


laws It la possible for owners to main- 
tain diseased stock In the State so long 
as they do not attempt 
to ship to 


neighboring States. 
In this manner 


dlaefaaed stock Is shipped to local 
markets and the consumer has no pro- 
tection. 
By passing proper laws In- 


spection of all stock would be com- 
pelled and better conditions would re- 
sult. 


Despite the Inroads of an increasing 


population Mr. Hlckox gave it ae his 
opinion that the stock industry Instead 
of diminishing Is improving. 


"A better class df stock, from every 


point of view is being raised," said 
Mr. Hickox, "as a result of the settling 
up of the big ranges. 
The flocka and 


herds are being reduced In size, but dis- 
tributed among a number of people 
who feed and care for them better 
than the large stock raiser. The result 
Is healthier and better 
bred 
stock 


throughout the land. 
The'stock In- 


dustry of Nevada is not suffering on 
account of the mining revival. 
In- 


stead, it Is Improving because of the 
better markets afforded by Increased 
population." 


Mr. Hlckox Is accompanied by his 


wife. 
He will visit the northern and 


southern country before leaving for 
Southern and Central California where 
he will spend about one month at- 
tending to his duties.
